This refers to the group of Republicans in 
Congress who are willing to go down the line 
for every detail of the President's program and 
is aimed at increasing this group’s influence. 
It calls attention to an im portant and puzzling 
problem. 
How does a leader assert his leadership? 
President Eisenhower’s way of doing it is 
deddeiy different from that of H arry Truman 
when he was in the White House. Yet, no one 
can say Mr. Trum an was a stronger president 
than Mr. Eisenhower. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt certainly had a way 
of his own. But his way had its limitations, 
too. H erbert Hoover tried logic, without con­ 
spicuous 
success. 
Calvin 
Coolidge operated 
largely on the theory of letting things go in 
the direction they seemed inclined to go, as 
did W arren G. Harding. 
Woodrow Wilson relied heavily on idealism, 
Theodore Roosevelt on dy nam ic energy , Wil­ 
liam McKinley on sweet reasonableness. Every 
president m ust devise his own m eans a nd 
m ethods, relative to his own position and the 
circum stances of his time. The appraisal of his 
leadership will be m ade by history , not by his 
contem poraries. 
There is no doubt in any one’s mind, not even 
the minds of the people behind the National 
Committee for an Effective Congress, 
t h a t 
Dwight Eisenhower is the nation’s popular lead­ 
er, w hatever criticism s m ay be m ade of his 
leadership in such minor m atters as backing 
up his down - the - line adherents in Congress.

^Ohio’s House of Representatives was right in 
sdiiting down Gov. O’Neill on his veto of the 
fqe bill. The Ohio Senate, which sustained the 
vèto, was wrong. 
The governor’s reasoning on this issue held 
th at an increase in fees for services performed 
by county officials would take more money 
ftpm the public and would be, therefore, the 
sim e as an increase in tax es. 
« Whereupon, he adm itted that some of the 
fdes should be brought m ore in line with the 
c |s t of the services but said he thought the in­ 
creases in the bill before him were too steep. 
vThe net result of his veto is to cause the 
public to continue to pay part of the cost of 
services which are not perform ed for the public 
lH general. The county fees in question are 
sgecial-use fees paid for specific county serv­ 
ices. The services are of no direct benefit to 
tfy e public at large. 
» To m ake the public at large pay for them 
th oug h general tax ation is

¡The last readjustm ent in county fees was 
mpade in 19 11. The auditor’s fee for transferring 
a » deed, for ex ample, was set at 10 cents, with a

Now that the 
Supreme 
Court 
has transform ed itself into what 
is being term ed “ another legisla­ 
tive body ,’* a movement has start­ 
ed to 
bring 
a b o u t 
the 
election of the 
h i g h court 
j u s t i c e s 
by the 
peo­ 
ple. 
It 
would 
require a con- 
s t i t utional 
amend m e n t. 
The 
idea, 
of 
course, is not 
Dav id Lawrence 
n o v e l . 
This 
happens to be the custom in the 
several states with few ex ceptions. 
Thirty -six states elect their high­ 
est court judges at the 
polls, four 
states elect their 
top judges by 
vote of the state legislatures, and 
only eight states follow the fed­ 
eral custom of 
appointment 
by 
the ex ecutive with the consent of 
the legislature. 
Since the Supreme Court of the 
United States has set itself up as 
having the right to tell Congress 
how to run its committees and the 
ex ecutive departm ents that 
they 
m ust retain employ es they don’t 
like, the question of how the Su­ 
prem e Court itself shall be held 
accountable for its acts has arisen. 


THIS H A S happened several 
times before in American history . 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt 
thought the answer to an 
arbi­ 
trary or capricious court was to 
increase the num ber of justices 
so he could appoint those 
who 
would decide cases as he thought 
they 
should 
be 
decided. 
This 
scheme 
w 
a s 
called 
“court- 
packing.” 
It required legislation and was 
frowned upon by Congress in 19 37. 
Form er 
P r e s i d e n t 
T h e o ­ 
dore Roosevelt, as a candidate for 
the presidency in 19 12, urged that 
there be a sy stem of “ recall of 
judicial decision” so the people, 
by referendum, could affirm or re­ 
verse 
decisions, 
especially 
in 
state courts. 
Today the Supreme Court of the 
United States 
has 
rendered 
so 
m any conflicting 
and 
confusing 
decisions 
t h a t many lawy ers 
throughout the country are per­ 
plex ed and bewildered. 


THE ISSUE was succiently stat­ 
ed by a m em ber of the Supreme 
Court itself, the late Justice Rob­ 
ert H. Jackson, who, in the course 
of an opinion in 19 53, wrote: 
, 
“ Rightly or wrongly , the belief 
is widely held by the practicing 
profession that this court no long­ 
er respects impersonal 
rules 
of 
law but is guided in these m atters 
by 
personal 
impressions 
which 
from tim e to tim e m ay be shared 
by a m ajority of justices. 
“ Whatever has been 
intended, 
this court also has generated an 
impression that regard for prece­ 
dents 
and 
authorities 
is 
obso­ 
lete, that words no longer m ean 
what they have alway s m eant to 
the profession, that the law knows 
no fix ed principles.” 


FOR 
THE 
LAST 
20 
y ears 
m any of the professors of law in 
the university law schools, parti­ 
cularly in the East, have raised 
a whole generation 
of 
so-called 
“ liberals” who believe that the 
Supreme Court should m ake “ pol­ 
icy ” and that to adhere to his­ 


toric principles is out of keeping 
with the spirit of the times. 
This is the 
ty pe of thinking 
which has bred 
throughout 
the 
country a feeling that the court 
pay s m ore attention to sociology 
or political science or ideological 
considerations nowaday s than 
it 
does to fundamental interpretation 
of the constitution and to the en­ 
during principles of jurisprudence. 
If, therefore, the Supreme Court 
is to m ake “policies,” to whom 
should it be responsible? 
It now places itself above both 
the Congress and the ex ecutive, 
which are themselves accountable 
to the people. The justices, how­ 
ever, are accountable to no one 
but themselves. 
Such an autocracy was 
never 
envisioned by the founding fathers 
when they authorized life tenture 
for justices. The 
several 
States 
have wisely written into their con­ 
stitutions that judges m ust go be­ 
fore the people—som etim es after 
six -y ear and sometimes after 12 
or 14-y ear term s. But there is a 
check by the people. 


CRITICISM 
of 
the 
Supreme 
Court is mounting. Unforfcmately , 
it is a criticism that 
attributes 
political or ideological motives to 
the justices. 
Many Republicans 
and 
Demo­ 
crats, 
moreover, 
are 
blaming 
President Eisenhower for the pe­ 
culiar attitude that Chief Justice 
Warren has taken since being on 
the high court. 
“ Why was Warren ever appoint­ 
ed?” is asked repeatedly in po­ 
litical circles. He was known as a 
middle - of - the - roader for many 
y ears. 
Mr. Eisenhower, however, is re­ 
ported to be as much surprised 
as the general public 
that 
Mr. 
W arren has become enamored of 
th" Douglas-Black philosophy and 
consistently 
follows 
the 
radical 
line without the slightest show of 
independence. 
Justice Black wrote ex tensively 
on the rights of congressional in­ 
vestigating committees when 
he 
was a U.S. senator, and so did 
Justice 
Frankfurter 
before 
he 
came to the court. 


THEY BOTH thought investigat­ 
ing committees shouldn’t be 
re­ 
stricted in gathering information 
and in 
browbeating 
recalcitrant 
witnesses. 
* 
They wrote approvingly of the 
harassm ent of the businessmen of 
those day s. 
But when the harassm ent now 
turns to persons who have 
had 
“past associations” with Commu­ 
nists and who conceal their con­ 
nections, both Justices Frankfurt­ 
er and 
Black 
seem 
to become 
champions of the very individual 
rights 
which 
they 
once 
urged 
should be denied as' businessmen 
sought to ex ercise them against 
the witch-hunting and fishing ex ­ 
peditions 
of congressional 
com­ 
mittees. 
So, since it is all so obviously 
political, there are many persons 
in Congress who are coming re­ 
luctantly to the 
conclusion that 
election of judges for fix ed term s, 
with the right to run for re-elec­ 
tion, is the only way out of the 
political dilemm a which the pres­ 
ent court has created by its “leg­ 
islative” decisions.

Ne w Shot In The Arm?

NEW YORK (B)—'The men who 
like to help the women with their 
home laundry chores look for a 
pickup in sales of washers and 
dry ers this fall. 
They base this hope on a re­ 
cent increase in orders by dis­ 
tributors, doubly welcome after 
discouraging results in the first 
four m onths of the y ear. 
And the appliance m akers hope 
that a fairly widespread rise in 
prices for the fall lines won’t wi­ 
ther the seedling of revival. 
The m akers also are counting on 
new versions of the washer-dry - 
er combination to overcome some 
of the troubles housewives have 
had in washing garm ents made of 
m any kinds of fibers. 
Fred M ay tag II, president of 
the M ay tag Co. of Newton, Iowa, 
reports that, strangely , much of 
the pickup in orders he has noted 
in the last three weeks has been 
for the old fashioned wringer ty pe 
of washer. 
He adm its that sales of dry ers 
m ay be slow this sum m er. But he 
thinks the rebound in the fall will 
be sharp because ‘the return of 
bad w eather alway s m akes the 
housewife think of buy ing a dry - 
A** ’ * 
er. 
T h e , industry ’s bad start this 
y ear cam e on the heels of its big­ 
gest production y ear. Spokesmen 
admit now they probably over 
produced. 
This y ear dealers and distribu­ 
tors have been reported living in 
large part of inventories. Manu­ 
facturers 
figure 
this 
phase 
is 
about over — hence the pickup in 
orders. 
But in the first quarter of the 
y ear the American Home LaundrV 
M anufacturers 
Assn. 
reported 
sales of washers slid 22 per cent 
below those of the sam e period in 
19 56 , dry er sales were down 20 
per cent and ironer sales down 
20 per cent. 
Faced with slipping sales, some 
of the m akers nevertheless are 
raising prices. 
Wesungho use Electric has jqgt 


upped the price of its one model 
now in production by five per 
cent. General Electric’s fall line 
will be up by 4 to 7 per cent. 
The replacem ent m arket is a 
growing thing, May tag say s, add­ 
ing that perhaps the combination 
washer-dry er will prove to be the 
new shot in the arm for the in­ 
dustry . 
With repay m ents of instalm ent 
loans mounting, the consumer m ay 
be in position to buy newer gadg­ 
ets this fall. So May tag is recall­ 
ing 235 production workers laid 
off at the Newton plant in April.

WASHINGTON UP) — The main 
point 
in 
the 
Supreme 
Court’s 
history -making decisions on civil 
liberties has been the widening erf 
protection for individuals against 
intrusion by the government: fed­ 
eral, state or local. 
The court has been pretty con­ 
sistent in guarding the right of 
an individual to refuse to answer 
congressional 
com m ittee 
ques­ 
tions by 
i n v o k i n g 
the Fifth 
Amendment, which say s a man 
can’t be compelled to tell any ­ 
thing self-incriminating. 
For ex ample: Last y ear it ruled 
the City of New York was wrong 
in firing a professor in one of its 
colleges 
for 
using 
the 
Fifth 
Amendment before a congression­ 
al committee. 
True, the court said, he had no 
constitutional 
right to 
the job. 
But he did have a constitutional 
right to ú se the Fifth Amendment 
when he was questioned 
about 
past m em bership in the Commu­ 
nist party . 
The court said: “ The privilege 
against 
self-incrimination 
would 
be reduced to a hollow mockery 
if its ex ercises could be taken as 
equivalent either to a confession 
of guilt or a conclusive presum p­ 
tion of perjury . 
“ The am endm ent serves to pro­ 
tect the innocent who might other­ 
wise be ensnared by ambiguous 
circum stances.” 
But this week the court went 
far bey ond that by ruling in favor 
of two men who had been convict­ 
ed 
of 
contempt 
when, 
without 
invoking 
the 
protection 
of 
any 
am endm ent at all, they refused 
to answer questions. 
The men argued the answers 
would not serve any public pur­ 
pose and that the questions them ­ 
selves were simply an intrusion 
into private beliefs. 
One was John T. Watkins, a 
labor organizer, who balked at 
questions by the House Commit­ 
tee 
on 
Un-American 
Activities. 
The other was Paul M. Sweezy , 
lecturer and author, who would 
not 
answer 
questions 
by New 
Ham pshire’s attorney general. 
Watkins had been identified by 
two witnesses 
as a Communist 
they said they had known. He de­ 
nied he ever was a Communist 
although 
he 
adm itted 
he 
had 
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•‘Will y o u wait o n them, 
friends o f mine who want 
Mr. Frisbie? They ’re so me i 
to charge it and stick me!”

worked with Communists but had 
broken with them. 
Then the committee asked him 
about people he knew in his pre- 
break day s. He said he would 
answer all questions about himself 
and

But he refused to talk about peo­ 
ple he thought were no longer 
m em bers of the party . 
The 
m ajority 
opinion 
of 
the 
Supreme Court said in effect that 
when a congressional committee 
asks questions they m ust have a 
purpose connected with the busi­ 
ness of Congress and, therefore, 
the public welfare. 
Chief Justice W arren said this 
in the m ajority opinion: 
Investigations conducted solely 
for the aggrandizement of the in­ 
vestigators or to 'punish* those 
investigated are indefensible.. . . 
There is no congressional power to 
ex pose for the sake of ex posure. 
“The public is, of course, en­ 
titled to be informed concerning 
the workings of its government. 
That cannot be inflated into a 
general power to ex pose where 
the predom inant result can only 
be an invasion of the rights of 
individuals.” 
In this way , the court told con­ 


gressional committees to ask per­ 
tinent questions if they want an­ 
swers. This m ay not change com­ 
m ittee tactics, but it m ay de­ 
crease their zeal for citing for 
contempt witnesses who balk at 
nonpertinent questions. 
Sweezy had been questioned by 
the New Hampshire attorney gen­ 
eral about alleged subversive ac­ 
tivities. Sweezy said he not only 
wasn’t subversive but didn’t know 
any subversives. 
He was asked about lectures 
he had given at the state univers­ 
ity , 
about 
his 
interest 
in 
the 
Progressive party , and about his 
political views and associations. 
He declined to answer those ques­ 
tions. 
Sweezy reasoned those questions 
were 
an 
unwarranted 
intrusion 
into his private life and could 
serve no public good since the 
attorney general was investigating 
subversion and he wasn’t subver­ 
sive. 
The Supreme Court backed up 
Sweezy , 
with 
reasoning 
pretty 
much the sam e as in Watkins’ 
case. The court said the attorney 
general had no right to dig into 
Sweezy ’s private life with ques­ 
tions which served no public pur­ 
pose.

A thing called mind - stretching 
is gaining a foothold in corporate 
practice, and it is something to 
keep an ey e on. 
Its purpose is to do for the men­ 
talities of ex ecutives what the ath­ 
letic clubs have been doing for 
their bodies; namely , to keep the 
boy s limbered up.

It is the sam e idea that doctors 
put into practice when they leave 
their practices to go back to school 
for brush-ups on new techniques. 
But in its ram ifications it be­ 
comes m ore complicated, because 
the doctors are mainly concerned 
with techniques which would be 
directly useful to them. But in one 
version of mind-stretching, t h e 
stretchees do not ex ercise on tech­ 
niques in their specialpes but do 
thir stretching in unrelated sub­ 
jects like philosophy , the visual 
arts and music. 
The theory is that m ental ex er­ 
cise is good in itself — that the 
way to keep a m entality fit is to 
provide it with stimulation. 
But whether the stretching is 
done 
with 
im m ediately 
useful 
knowledge in mind or a sm attering 
of stim ulating information, the cor­ 
porate justification is the care and 
feeding of m anagerial 
t a l e nt , 
which is in acutely short supply .

wants growing on trees; it m ust 
plant the trees and take care of 
the budding geniuses.

anesthesiologist,

and supervised the successful ef­ 
forts to keep the child supplied 
with oxygen. He attended Benny 
at nearby Bayview Hospital after 
the rescue. 
He said his colleagues had told 
him he would be foolish not to 
submit a bill. 
“The time I put in was eight 
full days and close to 100 hours,” 
he said. “ My tim e is worth $30 
an hour. I think the bill is a fair 
amount to charge.” 
He called the bill “ about one 
half of the amount to which I am 
entitled.” 
“I don’t practice medicine for 
money,” the gray-haired specialist 
said. “ I practice because I love 
medicine. . . . If they have the 
money they should pay their hon­ 
est bill. 
“A m an from Brooklyn tele­ 
phoned me and offered to send a 
check and settle the bill. I said 
no. It’s not a question of money, 
its a question of principle.”

changes. But this war-time instruc­ 
tor in aerial gunnery has knocked 
over some tough targets in his 
time. And he is one of the few 
men who can 
m a k e rounded 
phrasea along with the best Reu- 
ther can devise — as witness the 
title of Sen. Coldwater’s book: 
“An Odyssey of the Green and 
Colorado 
R i ve r s : The Intimate 
Journal of Three Boats and Nine 
People On a Trip Down Two 
Rivers.” 
Add to this the fact that Gold­ 
water knows the canyons of Man­ 
hattan’s tough 
garment 
district 
as well as his native mountains 
and you have a match for Walter 
Reuther that should make for 
quite a battle. 


THE MEASURE of the senator’s 
fearlessness is in his recent flight 
into Detroit to debate Walter Reu­ 
ther on an Auto Workers’ Union 
broadcast. 
Invitation to this verbal,waltzing 
came from Reuther’s TV and ra­ 
dio specialist, ex-OSS man, Guy 
Nunn, when Goldwater 
was 
on 
reserve duty. 
* 
Goldwater found the time but in­ 
sisted that he pay for half the 
cost on the theory that the Auto 
Union members’ dues should not 
go for publicity or propaganda for 
political leaders. 
Nunn said, “Okay. That’s $75 for 
half the fifteen minute radio pro­ 
gram.” 
Shortly a note arrived at Gold- 
water’s office saying that it would 
be an hour broadcast. But the 
senator reported he’d have time 
for only half an hour and the 
bill was set for $150. 
Then came another letter from 
the Auto Union saying “Let’s put 
the show on the TV waves — your 
share will be $78 0.” 


GOLDW’ATER dug it up. flew in 
and found himself debating the 
Auto Union vice-president, Leonard 
Woodcock. It was still worth the 
price to the senator, for he was 
able to tell the audience over the 
“United Auto WTorkers-Goldwater” 
show that he believed that unions 
should not use their members’ 
money in politics and that he was 
for the right-to-work laws which 
banned the union shop and the 
dues check-off. 
I did not catch the aerial debate 
so I used another old-fashioned 
newspaper gadget, the telephone, 
to ask Sen. Goldwater about his 
prediction that Walter Reuther’s 
type of politics would be investi­ 
gated. 


The senator, speaking as earnest­ 
ly as he is cultured, put it this 
way: 
“I’m not against unions in poli­ 
tics. I ’m against the use of union 
funds, dues money, In politics. I 
don’t believe that the dollar of even 
one 
Republican 
union 
member 
should go towards a Democratic 
campaign, or vice versa. 


“THAT’S AN IMPORTANT prac­ 
tice in the labor 
and 
manage­ 
ment field. I feel that there is 
' enough support in the Senate Select 
(McClellan) Committee for an in­ 
vestigation of unions in politics. 
I’m not concerned with the direct 
contributions of funds to national 
candidates — I’m convinced that 
most of this is raised by drives 
for voluntary contributions. What 
does concern some of us on the 
Senate Select Committee is the in­ 
direct use of union dues. We’ll 
look into that.”
